2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
specification uses reference numeral 4 to designate both the worm and active worm 
gear. It appears that all occurrences of reference numeral 4 used with the active worm 
gear should be changed to reference numeral 3. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: A1, A2, B8, and B10. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended.
